Ur.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the  iealth  and 
Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District  for  the  year  ended  31st.  December,  1961. 

According  to  the  provisional  report  of  the  Registrar-General  on  the  I96I 
Census,  the  population  of  the  District  is  2,840  -  as  compared  with  the  1951 
Census  figure  of  2,923. 

The  number  of  live  births  attributable  to  the  District  was  47  or  9  more  than 
in  the  year  If 60.  This  gives  a  birth  rate  of  16.5  (18.4  adjusted  as  compared  with 
17.4  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  41  which  is  exactly  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year. 
This  gives  a  death  rate  of  14.4  (13.4  adjusted)  as  compared  with  12.0  for  the 
country  as  a  whole.  The  principal  causes  of  death  were  diseases  of  the  heart  and 
circulatory  system  which  accounted  for  21.  The  total  number  of  deaths  from  malignant 
disease  was  5  as  compared  with  6  in  i960,  and  of  these  deaths  one  was  from  cancer 
of  the  lung  which  is  2  less  than  in  the  previous  year.  Bronchitis  and  pneumonia 
accounted  for  7  deaths  as  against  4  in  i960.  It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  there 
were  no  deaths  attributable  to  tuberculosis,  whilst  there  was  one  such  death  in  the 
previous  year.  There  were  however  3  deaths  from  motor  vehicle  accidents  which  is 
one  more  than  in  i960.  The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  was 
one.  Thore  were  no  such  deaths  in  the  previous  year.  It  is  a  matter  of  much 
satisfaction  to  again  report  that  there  were  no  deaths  arising  from  pregnancy  or 
childbirth.  The  numner  of  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  was  8,  as  compared 
with  37  in  I960.  The  decrease  is  accounted  for  mainly  by  the  fact  that  only  one 
case  of  measles  was  notified  as  against  29  in  i960. 

Turning  to  environmental  conditions,  one  finds  that  the  position  is  far  from 
satisfactory.  A  persual  of  the  Report  reveals  that  treatment  of  the  water  supply,  the 
sewerage  disposal  works  and  housing  conditions  are  all  requiring  attention.  This 
state  of  affairs  is  no  doubt  due  in  part  to  the  comparatively  short  time  that  Clerks 
and  Public  Health  Inspectors/Surveyors  remain  with  the  Council,  and  partly  to 
financial  considerations.  Every  effort  must  be  made,  however,  to  remedy  the  above- 
mentioned  conditions  and  the  water  supply  would  seem  to  me  to  be  priority  number  one. 

The  year  I96I  saw  the  departure  of  Mr.  K.  Phillips,  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  Surveyor,  to  another  appointment,  and  his  replacement  by  Mr.  C.H.  Carr. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Council  for  the  kind  consideration  shown  to  Dr.  Doherty  and  myself  at  all 
times.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  Mr.  Ryan,  and  subsequently  Mr.  Grimes,  who  has 
now  succeeded  him  as  Clerk  of  the  Council,  and  Mr.  Carr,  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  Surveyor,  for  their  willing  assistance.

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

7  shops  are  registered  as  selling-  meat.  Meat  is  bought  direct  as 
there  is  no  private  slaughterhouse  in  the  district.  Tinned  meat,  fruit  and 
vegetables  were  inspected  and  in  cases  where  necessary  were  voluntarily 
surrendered  for  condemnation.  No  Statutory  action  was  necessary.  All  food  premises 
were  inspected  to  discuss  the  application  of  the  food  hygiene  (general)  regs  i960.

No  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taker 
for  analysis  under  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulation.  Visits  were  paid 
to  the  21  shops  registered  for  selling  ice  cream. 

Water  Supply 3 

The  supply  is  obtained  from  the  Liverpool  Corporation  Waterworks 
Undertaking  from  Withnell  Reservoir  (upland  surface  water), 

930  dwelling  houses  and  an  estimated  population  of  2712  persons 
are  supplied  with  this  water. 

26  bacteriological  examination  of  water  were  carried  out  during  the 
year  of  which  16  were  satisfactory  and  10  wore  unsatisfactory.  The  unsatisfactory 
reports  were  followed  up  and  were  found  to  be  due  to  fluctuation  in  chlorination 
due  to  the  poor  state  of  the  chlorination  plant  which  needs  overhauling  in  the 
near  future. 

Several  complaints  have  been  received  about  the  colour  of  the  water 
which  is  due  to  the  high  aridity  of  the  water  and  urgent  consideration  will  have 
to  be  given  to  the  treatment  of  this  water  or  the  provision  of  an  alternative 
supply  in  the  near  future, 

1  new  house  was  connected  to  the  public  mains  making  a  total  of  930 
nouscs  with  an  estimated  population  of  2712.  There  are  still  28  houses  with  an 
estimated  population  of  80  which  have  private  supplies  from  springs.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 


There  are  two  Sewerage  Works  with  settlement  tanks  and  sprinklers  and  one 
with  settlement  tanks  and  contact  beds?  the  effluent  being  dealt  with  by  land 
irrigation.  The  only  areas  without  proper  drainage  systems  are  isolated  farms  and 
premises  which  are  a  considerable  distance  from  any  sower.  Improvements  were 
carried  out  at  Withnell  Fold?and  it.  Is  proposed  to  reconstruct  Abbey  Village  Sewerage 
Works  in  the  near  future.

Public  Cleansing. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  was;  carried  out  weekly  by  the 
Council.  The  refuse  was  collected  by  motor  lorry  and  disposed  of  by  controlled 
tipping  at  Brinscall  and  Abbey  Village. 

Sanitary  Inspection. 

The  number  of  inspections  for  nuisances  and  for  defects  during  the  year 
was  457  and  27  found  to  be  defect  ivesj  and  23  informal  notices  and  4  statutory 
Notice  were  served^  and  there  were  no  legal  proceedings.  All  the  defects  were 
abated.

No  infestations  of  insects  were  found?  although  the  old  houses  of  all  the 
new  tenants  of  Council  houses  were  inspected.  Tenants  who  are  apt  to  become 
lethargic  are  visited  regularly  and  encouraged  to  keep  their  houses  clean  and  tidy. 

One  cf  the  sewerage  attendants  acts  part-time  as  pest  officer.  His  work 
is  summarised  as  follows.

HOUSING  AND  HOUSING  CONDITIONS. 

1  new  bungalow  was  built  at  Lodge  Bank.  No  Council  houses  were  built 
during  the  year. 

351  inspections  were  made  for  housing  defects.  There  are  now  70  houses 
which  are  not  capable  of  reasonable  expense  of  being  rendered  fit  and  43  unfit 
houses  which  are  capable  of  being  rendered  fit.  A  number  of  unfit  houses  have  been 
improved  by  various  amounts  ranging  from  water  closet  conversions  to  full  bathrooms 
thus  reducing  the  need  for  the  provision  of  extra  Council  houses.  The  mos"b  urgent 
need  at  the  moment  being  for  the  provision  of  housing  for  the  elderly. 

There  are  still  4  occupied  back-to-back  houses,  2  obstructive  buildings, 
40  houses  with  pail  closets  and  22  houses  with  waste  water  closets  in  the  district. 

There  are  no  back-to-earth  houses,  underground  rooms,  common  lodging 
houses  or  canal  boats,  used  for  human  habitation.  All  houses  have  an  internal 
water  supply  and  seperate  closet  accommodation. 

There  is  very  little  overcrowding  in  houses  except  where  married  sons  and 
daughters  can  not  find  homes  of  their  own.

Factories  and  Workshops, 

There  are  24  Machanical  Factories  and  3  non-raeclianical  factories  in  the 
district.  30  inspections  were  carried  out  and  3  contraventions  were  noted  regarding 
cleanliness,  temperature*,  ventilation,  insufficient  water  closets  &  defective 
water  closets. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pool, 

The  Council  own  the  Brinscall  Swimming  Pool  which  is  75*  "by  25*.  5  slipper 
baths  and  one  steam  bath  available.  Separate  water  closets  are  provided  for  each 
sex.  Bathers  have  to  use  the  spray  baths  before  entering  the  swimming  pool.  The 
water  is  drawn  from  the  public  main,  heated  by  an  oil  fired  boiler,  circulated 
once  in  6  hours  through  3  pressure  sand  filters  and  treated  with  sodium  carbonate 
and  chlorino.  Samples  are  taken  twice  daily  to  unsure  that  the  water  has  been 
adequately  chlorinated.  1  Bacteriological  examination  was  found  to  be  highly 
satisfactory.  Repairs  were  carried  out  to  the  boiler  and  pump.
